MANY STATES REPRESENTED

Two Are Made
Grounds for Absolute Divorce and
for the Annulment of Marriage
Dlscnssed Jurisdiction Next Sub
ject to Be Taken Up at Convention

Philadelphia Pa Nov II To obtain
that which has been aim for years of
social reformefs of ecclesiastical

and of eminent uniform
divorce law there gathered In this city
today more than 100 delegates to tho Na
tional Congress on Uniform Divorce Laws
with Gov Pennypecker of Pennsylvania-
at their head

A majority of the States of the Union
were represented by distinguished law-
yers clergymen or sociologists And in
several instances women prominent in Ute
fight for a stronger marriage law and
female suffrage represented States Gov-

ernors and high church dignitaries were
present

Though much of today was necessarily
taken up in tho work of organization and
the hearing of the reports from commit
tees still considerable progress was made
and even should by some unexpected nnd
Improbable cause an end be put to the con-

gress tonight the adoption by all of the
States in the Union of the two

approved by the congress to
day would result in a great reformation-
in the divorce laws IB the United States

Two Point Are Settled
The two important things settled

causes which should permit of the
annulment of a marriage and the causes
which should permit of the granting of
absolute divorce

rpon the section which severs the
cause for annulment of marriage it Is
ruled first

In urabte physical impotettcy at the suit
cither party provided the party mak-

ing the application for the divorce was
ignorant of such Incapacity or inability
at the time of marriage

Consanguinity or afltaity blood rela-
tionship according to the table of degrees
stublished by laws at the suit of either
party It is provided however that when
any such marriages shall not have been
inquired into during the life time of the
parties the validity shall not be inquired
Into after the death of either party

It then provides
When such marriage was contracted

white either of toe parties had a husband
or wife living

Fraud force or coercion at the suit
injured or innocent unless the

marriagehad been confirmed by the acts
of the injured putty and the offense so
condoned

Insanity a Caune
Insanity provided such insanity ex

iFted at the time of the marriage and wa
tnknown to the person marrying the
lunatic

At the suit of the wife when site is
under sixteen years of ace or of the
husband if under eighteen years of age
at the time of marriage providing that
such marriage shall not have been con
firmed by her or him after arriving at
these ages are all to be subjected to an-

nulment
For absolute divorce the following

causes are approved Adultery bigamy
conviction and sentence for crime fol-
lowed by a continuous imprisonment for
at least two years and extreme cruelty
such as to endanger the life or health of
the plaintiff habitual drunkenness for
two years and willful desertion for the
same time

The dozen men are subject to perempto-
ry challenges and at lest a couple of
them will be permitted to step aside to
morrow forenoon when the trial is re-
sumed From present indications how-
ever tbe selection of the Jurors who are
to determine the fate of youthful
prisoner will be completed by tomorrow
noon and the taking of testimony com-
menced at tho afternoon session

Todays proceedings in the trial which
gives subtle promise of developing Into
the most sensational case in tbe criminal
annals of central New York were de-
void of any unusual incident The ex-

amination of talesman dragged along in
a tedious manner many being excused
from service because they were biased
er something else equally distasteful to
the leI representatives of one side or
the other

Miss Benedict is a Cortland society
belle daughter of a very prominent law-
yer there Immediately after the arrest
of Gillette at Arrow Head it became
rumored that Gillette and Benedict
were betrothed

Miss will to Herkimer

ness She will probably turn out to be a
star witness for the defense for she hasalready denied the statement that she
and Gillette engaged or had ever
talked of becoming engaged

NAHSEN LAUDS PEARYS WORK

Says It Suggests Good Basis for
Polar Expeditions

Latest Discoveries Indicate to Him
Feasibility of Reaching lole by-

Drifting with Ice Current

London Nov 13 Pearys magnificent
expedition writes Fridtjof Nanson the
explorer in an article for a London
paper mikes immensely important ad-

ditions to the knowledge of the most in-

accessible parts of the region surround-
ing the north pole

Both in going north where he put th
bright mark of human skill and daring
thirtytwo minutes above the highest lat-
itude hitherto attained and in returning
homeward Peary seems to have met his
difficulties with the most wonderful ability
and endurance

He has proved that north of Grant
Land and Greenland there is no land but
a vast stretch covered with drifting ice

By exploring the coast of Grand Land
between Aidrichs farthest west and
Sverdrnps farthest east Peary has
brought the of this interesting
arctic land entirely within the horizon
of human knowledge Pearys mention
of other land near the 103th meriJian
suggests that the land or islands lucre
extend northward into the unknown po-

slWy forming a good basis for a future
polttr expedition

America must be very proud of this
remarkable explorer whose great ability
and indomitable will so stir the feelings
of the world

Our astonishment te runpldte when
we learn that Peary will go on a new
quest for the pole and for my part I
believe that with an adequate

and above all with plenty of good
dogs this marvelous sledge traveler will
accomplish the task

My own experience proves to me that
a sledge expedition across the polar lee
from the northernmost known land to the
north pole and back is not an impossi-
bility

There is also another way namely by
drifting across the north polar basin in a
ship inclosed in the tee in the same man-
ner as that adopted by Pram

Pearys latest discovery reveals
UU more clearly the advantages of this

method
Send a ship through Bering Strait and

let her penetrate as far north as possible
in the region between lit and 179 degrees
west longitude that is northwest from
the coast of Alaska let her be frozen in
and born t along with the ice and she will
be carried across the north polar region
far north of the route of the Fram
After five or s4x years or perhaps in a
little lese time she will be carried out
on this side of the pole between Green-
land and Spitsbergen

May we not hope that we may shortly
see both these expeditions carried out
one a sledge expedition from the west
northward and one a drifting expedition
from Bering Sear
